KILLED IN BATTLE 


Notorious Noble County Desperado 


Returns to Career of Crime and 


Dies at Van Wert, Ohio 


THE 


[Special to The Sentinel.] 


Van Wert,Ohio, June 3.—The man 


who died in the city prison here at 
11 o'clock Sunday night as the result 
of a pistol wound inflicted by Sheriff 
Hott and his posse in effecting his 
capture on a charge of horse-stealing, 
was Marvin Kuhns, the former North- 
. ern Indiana desperado. 


All doubt of his identity was re- 


moved 
this 
afternoon 
when Mrs. 


Kuhns reached this city from Ken- 
dallvllle, Ind., and identified the re- 
mains as those of her husband. 


Will Bring Remains Home. 


It is understood 
here that Mrs. 


Kuhns will at once arrange to take 
tho remains of her husband to their 
homo near KcndaUville. Ind., for 
burial, and that she will leave Van 
Wert with the body on the Penn- 
sylvania train at 5:55 o'clock this 
evening, making the trip by way of 
Fort Wayne. 


The identification of the dead man

tion, lapsed again into a career of 
crime which has ended in his tragic 
death. 


In tho running battle with 
the 


sheriff's posse north of Van Wert 
shortly after 5 o'clock Sunday af- 
ternoon Kuhns was twice shot. One 
bullet passed through his shoulder. 
The second and fatal shot entered 
above his left hip and passed through 
his body. 


Mrs. Kuhns, who had been asked by 


authorities to come to Van Wert to 
aid in the identification of the body, 
reached the 
city 
shortly 
before 1 


o'clock this afternoon. 
An immense 


crowd surged about the .police station 
awaiting her arrival, and it was with 
difficulty, that the'Officers forced their 
way through the throng.for her to en- 
ter. 
Gave Way to Grief. 


She was led into the room where 


the c.or-pse laj.v-aad.as the sheet was 
lifted' from the face of ,t.he dead man 
the1 woman gave way to uncontrol 
able grief. 
She threw herself, upon 


the breast of the dead man and in her 
•agony of grief exclaimed again and 
again: 
"0, my sweetheart." 
What had in the opinion of the offi- 


cers amounted to positive identification 
of the dead man had been accomplish- 
ed before the arrival of Mrs. Kuhns. 
This had consisted of clippings and 
documents found upon the prisoner's 


by the broken shoe to a point within 
two miles of Van Wert. Here it was 
seen that the thief had stopped to 
•est and feed his horse, but in leaving 
his point the trail became less pro- 
nounced, and there was some doubt 
as to the direction taken. 
Smith and 


Us friends, who had in the meantime 
icon joined by John Lewis, .a farmer, 
now hurried to Van Wert and enlisted 
the services of Sheriff Holt. The party 
then began 
scouring the 
territory 


north and east of Van Wert, others in 
the meantime joining in the search. 


Six miles north of Van Wert, at 5 


/clock Sunday afternoon, Sheriff Hott 
and his party overtook the object of 
their search, driving ' leisurely along 
the highway. 


Then Shooting Begins. 


Smith, who was already positive in 


the identification of the rig from its 
general, appearance, asked the sheriff, 
however to drive around the outfit in 
order that he could further satisfy 
himself. This was done. Kuhns drove 
slightly to one side of the road to 
allow the sheriff's buggy to pass.him. 
Kuhns watched the party closely, but 
he apparently suspected nothing until 
Young Smith, unable to restrain him- 
self, made some remark which Kuhn's 
quick ear caught. 


Sheriff Hott's buggy was but a short 


distance ahead of the stolen rig 
in 


which Kuhns was riding and almost at 
the instant that the officer called up- 


was 
subsequently removed 
to Van 


Wert, where he died in the city prison 
at 11 o'clock Sunday night. 


Found Some Clippings. 


In the pockets of the prisoner as 


he was taken to Van Wert was found 
much that led the officers to suspect 
from the first that the wounded man 
was Marvin Kuhns, former Indiana 
desperado, repeatedly 
convicted 
of 


horse-stealing, later sentenced to the 
Ohio state prison for life on a charge 
of murder, and paroled in 1905. Re- 
cently It has been stated that Kuhns 
and his wife, whom he married soon 
after his release from prison, had 
beeu living on a farm near Kendall- 
vine, Ind., and that he had become a 
aw-abiding 
citizen 
in 
compliance 


vlth declarations to that effect which 


• had often made. 
Kuhns had In his pockets the sum 
f $5.80 cash, and a pocket memor- 
ndum book containing the addresses 


of about fifty Indiana persons, many 
of whom are women, jie also had a 
lumber of newspaper clippings retail- 
ng his exploits In years gone by, and 
a newspaper print of a half-tone pho- 
:ograph of himself. 


Prisoner Was Sullen. 


From the moment of his capture 


the prisoner was sullen and morose, 
and though plainly suffering intense- 
ly from his wounds, bore the pain like 
a" stoic. 
The physician who applied 


temporary dressing to his wounds at 
Scott, told the injured man that he 
could not survive, and on reaching 
Van Wort physicians here supple- 
mented the former declaration by the 
opinion that death was a matter of 
but very few hours. 


To repeated questions regarding his 


identity Kuhns gave no answer, nnd 
when ho was asked if he desired to 
send word to his relatives, the pris- 
oner replied in the negative. 
His 


only request was for water, for he 
was parching from fever. 


But two of the 
dozens of shots 


which had been fired at the fugitive 
in the course of the long chase took 
effect. 
One of these passed through 


his right shoulder, and though very 
painful, was not especially dangerous. 
The other ball, and the one which 
caused his death, entered above hlr. 
left, hip, passing through his body 
and emerging above the right groin.

Was a Desperate Chase. 


The chase which led up to the cap- bullet tak: 


ture of the desperado was an exciting 
shoulder. 


affair, extending from early Sunday 
morning to 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
•when in a clump of woods six miles 
north of Van, Wert the fugitive receiv- 
ed the pistol' wound which resulted in 
his death six hours later. During the 
final hours of 
his 
life, 
when the 


v/ounded man was told that he could 
r.ever recover, he maintained a stolid 
silence and refused absolutely to an- 
swer questions. Once or twice the offi- 
cers and surgeons who were watching 
et his cot in the city prison believed 
he was about to talk. He would start 
ss if to speak, but at once sink back 
with the words unuttered, and it was 
evidently a battle of will against _an 
inclination to bpeak. 


His cnly utterance during all that 


time was an appeal for water, which 
was given him at frequent intervals. 
The wounded man was suffering from 
a raging fever as the result of the bul- 
let wounds and he swallowed great 
quantities of water. He ignored every 
question regarding his identity, and 
would make no statement whatever. 
The wounded man retained conscious- 
ness up to within forty-five minutes 
of his death. 


Several Horses Stolen. 


The desperado began his operations 


Saturday iiisht wben he stole a horse 
ard buggy from the public square in 
"Wapakoncta. and fled with it to a point 
within six miles of St. Marys. Here 
for some rausc which has not yet been 
explained, the thief abandoned the Wa- 
pakoncta outfit, and (luring the night 
stole a horse owned by a farmer named 
Berryman. He had proceeded but a 
short distance when -this horse ran 
away, throwing the. driver out. 


Proceeding a distance of something 


like half a miic afoot, he stole still 
another rig from the premises of Wes- 
]py Smith, ai.d continued northward 
on the mud roads, evading the towns. 
fpon one of its hind feet the Smith 
hor.-« had but half a shoe, the other 


and it caussd his horse to run away, 


j While the officer lay prostrate there 
Kuhns fired a second time, the bullet 
striking so close that it splashed mud 
into the officer's face. Sheriff Hott's 
companions were for the moment so 
occupied in controlling the runaway 
horse that they were unable to ren- 
der the officer assistance. 


Running Fight Followed. 


Kuhns at this juncture 
abandoned 


his rig and started running 
across 


the fields, while the sheriff scrambled 
to his feet and fired at Kuhns, the 
bullet taking effect in the desperado's 


boulder. 
Then ensued a running fight which 


has not a parallel in the criminal his- 
tory of Van Wert county. 
Kuhns. 


headed at full speed across the field, 
turned several times and fired at his 
pursuers, but failed to inflict any in- 
jury. The sheriff and his party also 
kept, up a fusillade of'bullets directed 
at the fleeing man. This continued for 
a distance of fully a mile, when Kuhns 
finally reached a clump of woods, his 
pursuers being less fleet of foot and 
considerably in the rear. 


Wapakoneta. and Patrolman Taylor, 
of the St. Marys police department, 
arrived in the city, find Taylor, who 
knew Kuhns -when he .was arrested 
for murder, "declared that the dead 
man was the famous desperado. A 
lady residing in Vnn"Wert who was 
a schoolmate of Kuhns, also visited 
the morgue this morning and waa 
positive in her identification.

Wife's Arrival Awaita^. 


News of the capture set all north- 


western Ohin in a fever of excitement 
today, and hundreds of people have 
poured into Van Wert to got a. glimpse 
of the famous desperado. The streets 
near the morgue were densely nackcd 
during thft noon hour, for it was 
known that Kuhns1 wifr> was coming 
from 
Indiana.

trembling from excitement, stepped 
from the Fort Wayne car at. 12:40 
o'clock. 
Officers 
met her nnd es- 


corted her tn the morgue, beatine; 
back with difficulty the crowd which 
thronged about to await the result of

Compelled Boy to Dismount. 


In the small

Kuhns came upon a farmer boy, Har- 
lan Squlbbs, who was riding a horse 
up to the barn for the night. At the 
point of a pistol he compelled the boy 
to dismount and surrender the horse. 
This Kuhns mounted 
and 
rode on- 


ward, but the 
woods 
impeded his 


rapid progress. 


By this time the noise of the shoot- 


ing had aroused the neighborhood, 
and something like fifteen farmers in 
the neighborhood had joined Sheriff 
Hott in his chase for the desperado. 
Nearly all of them were armed. Hur- 
rying "as rapidly as possible after the 
now mounted fugitive, 
they struck 


across the fields and shortly came to 
a point where Kuhns had been com- 
pelled to stop and lay down a rail 
fence, because he could not force the 
horse to jump it. 
This enabled his 


pursuers to sain upon him. and a 
few mlnutos later they came upon 
Kuhns in what is known as the Gru- 
baw woods. 
Was Defiant to the Last. 


Kuhns was defiant to the last and 


he paid no attention whatever to the 
officer's demands that he surrender. 
The posse simply opened fire on him. 
and the desperado went down, under a 
bullet 
which 
entered 
his hip r.nd 


the wife's identification. 


Inside the moreue the scene was an 


affecting, one. 
No word wns spoken 


as Mrs. Kuhns was led to the room 
where the body lay. With a single 
glance at the face of the" dead man 
:he wife collapsed under the weight 
of grief and the shock, and over the 
dead body moaned out her pitiful sor- 
row in terms of endearment applied 
to the lifeless .clay.

Discussion of the municipal owner- 


ship idea developed as a prominent 
feature of the post-prandial program 
at tho dinner given Saturday evening 
at the Anthony AVayne club by Col. J. 
levering Jones, of Philadelphia, to a 
company of city officials and other 
prominent Fort Wayne citizens. Mayor 
Hosey warmly defended the municipal 
ownership principle in the course of 
his reply to the address of the host of 
the evening, who spoke In opposition 
to the idea in general, declaring that 
"the numlcipalization of public utili- 
ties is but a theory." 


The 
discussion, though covering 


much ground, was wholly void of ac- 
rimony and personal feeling, and was 
a candid presentation of the municipal 
.ownership idea as it appeals to two 
""men of widely divergent views. Other 


talUs followed in which a new hotel, a 
new traction terminal building, and 
other prospective improvements for 
Fort Wayne were the subjects of refer- 
ence. 


Col. Jones, who is president of the 


Fort Wayne and Wabash Valley Trac- 
tion company gavo the dinner purely 
as a social 
affair, 
but 
with 
the 


announced purpose of discussing and 
considering matters affecting tho £u- 
'ture growth and development of Fort 
Wayne, and his guests numbered aboul 
sixty well-known Fort Wayne men, to 
got her with several out-of-town gentle 
men who are closely associated \vitl 
the traction president in his business 
cntcrprlBOR. The menu, an elaborate 
ono, was served in magnificent style 
Tiy Manager Sommers, of tho Anthonj 
Wayne club, and it elicited unstinted 
praise from the diners. 


Cited Four Great Problems. 


With the final course of the dinner 


*"v disposed of, Col. Jones 
arose and 


gracefully expressed his pleasure at 
the presence of so largo a company 


and that thsse contracts should be 
rigidly observed. 


Referring to the electric light ques- 


tion. Mayor Hosey touk a decided 
staad In opposition to the views of 
Colonel Jones, and he warmly defend- 
ed the municipal ownership idea. 


New Problems Created. 


He declared he would endeavor to 


carry the principle into effect and he 
did not believe it would endanger the 
street railway interests. The devel- 
opments of recent years, the driving 
out of competition and tho uniting of 
public utilities into monopolies had 
created a new problem in politics and 
made new ethical questions in govern 
ment. To make a corporation amen- 
able to law was unheard of a few 
years ago, but the corporations them- 
selves had driven the people to seek 
new and better conditions to savo 
themselves from the effpcts of dis- 
crimination. 
Thus, while a corpora 


tion may regard a price for light, for 
Instance, as equitable and fair, the 
public., knowing the cost of producin 
and furnishing that light, might thinl 
otherwise. That Is the trend of pub 
He sentiment and political policies 
now. 
It is no longer a question of 


what a corporation shall charge the 
people for electricity, but what the 
corporation can produce tho elec- 


oaspaay au open field for competi- 
ion,
